LIABILITY FOR SL'l'FOKT I

Is not no easy.

Already all states but Ne­ 
vada have passed Uniform 
Reciprocal Enloreeement of 
Support Act. It sets out how 
a child, a wife or a needy Inn- 
band or parent m;iy get an 
out-of-state court to enforce 
thl» duty. Since the district 
attorney ?an act where a de­ 
pendent may become a public 
charge, this law has eased the 
burden on the public purse.

These enforcement laws had 
no sooner passed than each 
state, found that other states 
hnd different support laws 
which slowed down their en­ 
forcement. So the Commission 
on Uniform Laws drew up a 
Bfcond model law--the Uni- 
fqrm Civil Liability for Sup­ 
port Act In set up laws for 
each stnte to enact to end this 
"rather choutic" situation. Cal­

ifornia's law went Into i 
last September.

This law does not u n 
mine any state law; it says 
"the rights herein created are 
in addition, to, and not in sub­ 
stitution for any other rights." 

The new law declares: Each 
man shall sup]x>rt his wife 
and his child, and when In 
need, his parent. Each wom­ 
an shall support her child; and 
when In need her husband or 
parent. Natural or adoptive, 
the child Is any son or daugh­ 
ter under 21, or one of what­ 
ever age wilhoul sufficient 
means who is "incapacilated 
from earning a living."

The liw calls for the super­ 
ior court In making Its sup­ 
port order to weigh such fac­ 
tors as the partys' living 
standard* wealth and Income, 
ability to earn, age. and duties 
to support other dependents.
